(Previously presented): A method according to claim 15, further 
mcluding receiving a signal from an identification station to merge sub-groups into a 
group, or two groups into a super group. 

Claim 19. (Previously presented): A method according to claim 15, further 
including designating a member of a group as a group master, where the group 
master is the only person permitted to make changes in a group. 

Claim 20. (Previously presented): A method according to claim 15, further * 
mcluding receiving a signal from an Identification station to add or to delete members 
to or from a group. 

Claim 21. (Previously presented): A method according to claim 15, further 
including receiving a signal from an identification station to discontinue a group. 

(Previously presented): A method according to claim 1 5, further 
mcluding receiving a signal indicating that a member is leaving the defined 
environment and will be returning at a later time.
